The Seed Drill 


Due to the shortage of fertil- 
attachments, many farm- 
ers this year will be using the 
not usually recommended prac- 


izer 


tice of mixing the fertilizer 
with the seed grain and apply- 
ing it through the seed drill. If 
this method is used, careful 
handling will be required to db- 
tain uniform application at the 
rate intended and care must be 
taken to prevent injury to the 
drill, Fertilizer is soluable in 
water. Even condensation moise- 
ture on the cold metal on a 
damp day may cause the fertil- 
izer to adhere to the mechan- 
ism. If the drill is then left 
standing seizure of the moving 
parts is likely to result. 

Where it is necessary to ap- 
ply fertilizer directly from the 
seed drdill, H. J. Mather, sup- 
ervisor of soil conservation, ad- 
visies that thorough washing of 
the moving parts with coal oil 
will help to prevent damage. 
After cleaning out the drill at 
the end of the day an ordinary 
oil can may be used to force the 
parts and 
drill then 
run so that the coal oil may be 
well distributed.
